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THE PROVISION DEALERS AND EX- 
PORTERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


An association of packers, provision deal- 
ers and exporters has been formed at Chi- 
cago, but the question whether it is to be a 
local or a national association has to all ap- 
pearances not yet been fully decided. East- 
ern houses especially seem loath to join an 
association which, while intended largely to 
benefit the export trade, will have its head- 
quarters a thousand miles distant from every 
seaport, and which by many at this early 
stage already is pronounced to be an annex 
merely to one “large packing house.” This 
impression must not go forward if the asso- 
ciation shall be successful and if it intends 
to make its wishes heard and respected in 
the halls of legislation. How long will it 
take to stir up the antagonistic press against 
the packers’ association and its well meant 
purposes if dissensions exist among the mem- 
hers of the trade right from the beginning? 
We are sure the Executive Committee will 
weigh this question carefully, and will con- 
sider the wishes of the Eastern packers, re- 
finers, and dealers. While there is no doubt 
that a number of gigantic packing and ren- 
dering institutions are located in the West, 
the numerical strength of the trade is no 
doubt in the East, and a large number of es- 
tablishments of a commanding size and busi- 
ness are located in cities in New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, New 
Jersey, and other States, and certainly the 
co-operation of these houses should be sought 
for, providing the association intends to car- 
ry out its purposes. The National Provis- 
ioner, which has advocate the formation of 
just such an association for years, and which 
to-day sees the necessity greater than ever, 
counsels harmony and a fair and full repre- 
sentation of all interests and the considera- 
tion of all fair wishes and requests on the 
part of the trade. It is well to go before 














Congress and say, we represent so many mill- 
ion dollars, but it is equally well and more 
important to say, we represent so many hun- 
in the principal States of the 
In these times when the cry “Trust 


dred firms 
Union. 
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and Monopoly” is so freely heard, it is neces- 
sary to bring this matter up at its inception. 
The National Provisioner has no divided in- 
terests; it is found in every packing house 
throughout the United States, and in every 
establishment connected with the Meat and 
Provision trade, which is of any importance, 
consequently there is no division of interest 
with us. We stand equally by the East as 
we do by the West, but we caution the Chi- 
cago Executive Committee not to make this 
a purely local or Western association.

TO INVESTIGATE DEPARTMENT 
STORES. 


In our last issue we expressed the opinion 
that public opinion would force the Federal 
Government to investigate department stores 
some day, and we likewise ventured to say 
that we did not think that any material bene- 
fit would result from these so-called investi- 
gations, which crop up periodically and, while 
throwing some light on the situation, result 
in no practical benefit. The different State 
legislatures are paving the way for the Fed- 
eral Government. 

The Legislature of the State of Minnesota, 
as stated in our last issue, has begun an in- 
vestigation of the department stores and now 
a resolution to the same effect, and reprinted 
in another column, has been introduced in 
the Legislature of the State of New York. 
It would be a boon to the small merchants 
and the retail butchers especially, if any good 
could be derived from this. coming investiga- 
tion, but we cannot see that it will. 

We contend that the only practical way to 
solve the question is by retaliation. Let a 
number of retailers unite in buying and let 
them sell as many different kinds of goods as 
pertain to their line. Let every butcher’s shop 
and meat market be a regular kitchen supply 
house and make your stores attractive and 
pleasant fur customers by scrupulous cleanli- 
ness not only of the floors, but of the count- 
ers, blocks, benches and chairs, and you will 
find that your trade will not leave you, pro- 
viding your prices are right. 

There is a gentleman in this country, who 
is about to solve this question of department 
stores in the most practical and only feasible 
manner. He is the proprietor of the largest 
individual meat market in the world; he is 
known throughout the trade, Mr. Richard 
Webber, of the Harlem Packing House, New 
York. From a small beginning he has, 
through the introduction of a magnificent sys- 
tem, and with the aid of superior assistants 
built up a business second to none in the line 
in the country. When he first heard that de- 
partment stores were selling meats and pro- 
visions and when he subsequently found out 
that they were going into the business of 
selling fresh meats, he at once resolved to 
meet them and on even ground. He did not 
go to the source of his supplies, asking that 
they should not sell to department stores, on 
penalty of losing his patronage; he did not 
try to exert any influence in that direction, 
while at the same time he may have’ given 
the preference to that party, who would not 
supply his competitor; that is fair, legitimate 
and business-like. But his principal thought 
was, how can I retaliate and how will I keep 
a department store in my neighborhood from 
establishing a meat market. The introduc- 
tion of groceries and provisions is the first 
stepping stone for a department store to in- 
troduce fresh meats, since there a _ line 
of trade is attracted, which would buy 
either. Mr. Webber feeling this, resolved to 
let no department store get ahead of him and 
he saw the necessity of supplying to his cus- 
tomers every perquisite in the food line of a 
well appointed kitchen. : 
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He quietly built an additional wing to his 
already large establishment, and a few weeks 
more will find therein a well appointed gro- 
cery store and general kitchen supply house, 
so well equipped no doubt that it cannot be 
matched by any department store in the coun- 
try. His price will be the lowest compatible 
with good quality of goods, and then he can 
afford to let competition come his way. No 
department store, however big, will hurt him, 
since after all people would rather buy meats 
and groceries in a meat market than in a 
dry goods store. This is a practical solution 
of the great problem and while not every- 
body is in a position to solve the question on 
as large a scale as Mr. Webber, a great num- 
ber of the butchers throughout the country 
are in a position to follow this example, even 
if on a smaller seale. Then if legislative aid 
comes, it is doubly welcome, and we wish it 
for every proprietor of a meat market in every 
State in the Union.

A HEALTHY SIGN. 


Orders from the West Indies for pork and 
lard were received more numerously this week 
at the New York Produce Exchange and by 
the trade generally than for some time past, 
while the European demand continues un- 
abated. That is a very healthy sign and 
same was favorably commented upon as such 
by the trade. The West Indian business, 
partly on account of the internal disturbances 
in these islands and partly owing to a general 
curtailment of credits on the part of Ameri- 
can merchants, and in consequence of large 
stocks of provisions there, had fallen off con- 
siderably, and very few orders had been re- 
ceived from this section lately. The stocks 
have been materially reduced now, and a 
healthy demand may be. looked for from these 
quarters. Nevertheless, the general business 
in provisions is by far not what it ought to 
be yet, and packed meats are entirely neg- 
lected, while oils, tallow and greases are suf- 
fering to a large extent from adverse legisla- 
tion and other indirect causes. 
ever, are generally low and it is more than 
likely that a higher market will start from 
the present level from a lower one. We be- 
lieve in better prices, in spite of prospective 
large receipts. 





Prices, how 
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It does not seem as if the United States had 
too many hogs during the past season, but 
Europe, Denmask, Sweden, Ireland, Hun- 
gary and Servia, had more than they could 
take care of, and that made these countries 
sharp competitors in the markets of England, 
France and Germany. But they cannot com- 
pete at the low prices which prevail now, on 
this side, and that is why the exporting busi- 
ness is increasing. This makes thé outlook 
particularly bright for the future of the pork 
packer.

Chicago, while it is reported on the authority 
of brokers in close relation with Armour that 
he has been accumulating a lot of products 
during the winter and not selling the futures 
against them, believing in higher prices later 
on, while Cudahy has been on the other side 
of the market, and taking $6.50 pork: yet 
both were heavy buyers on the break Wednes- 
day, and it looks as if the packers are cover- 
ing their shorts as fast as they can and not 
out up the market on themselves. At the 
same time, they report a better cash trade 
than a year ago, though Mr. Anderson Fow- 
they are doing it without any 
if not at a loss, as there is not even a 


| manufacturer’s margin at present prices of 


hogs and products. Yet, when asked why the 
packers did not bull the products and get a 
profit, instead of bearing them, he replied 
that they were afraid to risk an advance in 
the present condition of supply and demand. 
He also believed that there were plenty of 
hogs in the country, and that the spring re- 
ceipts would be as heavy, if not greater than 
those of the winter; and said that the distinc- 
tion between the winter and the summer 
packing seasons had ceased to be anything 
more than an imaginary line. Mr. Walter S. 
Hately, of Chicago, practically confirmed Mr. 
Fowler’s opinion, saying that there will be 
more hogs in March than in February, and 
more in June than in either month; also that 
the cash trade in meats at Chicago both home 
and export had been better this month so far 
than in January, when it was very dull, while 
demand is now more general, both at home 
and abroad, than usual. On the other hand, 
he said that the trade in lard for export dur- 
ing February had been much less than in 
January, when there was a good demand 
from Europe. Since this conversation, how- 
ever, there were considerably large sales of 
lard reported in the West on Monday, taken 
on Saturday’s cable refusals by the other 
side, cleaning up all the loose lots of lard of- 
fering at the chief Western packing points. 
At the same time, New York refiners have 
been doing a better business for the Con- 
tinent this week for prompt shipment than 
for some time past, indicating that the other 
side is about to come in for its long expected 
spring supplies. There has also been an im- 
proved demand from Germany for bacon, 
though in small lots, but the business has 
been checked by the scarcity of light weights. 
for which orders chiefly run, as the supply of 
light hogs is unusually small. But 300 to 500 
boxes of various cuts have been worked in 
since our last at New York for through ship- 





ment from the West. The English markets, 
however, have not taken hold of meats, al- 
though they were the chief buyers of the 
lard on Saturday’s cable refusals. Exports of 
pork since Nov. 1 this year, compared with 
last, decreased 7,000,000 th to the first of 
this week, and of lard 33,500,000 Ib, while 
meats have increased over 28,500,000 Tb. But 
this decreased export trade in American hog 
products has been offset to some extent by 
our comparatively new commerce with Eu- 
rope, in the export of American heiresses, al- 
though the latter does not bring money into 
the country, but rather takes millions out of 
it annually, either in the shape of invested 
wealth, or the income therefrom, not a dollar 
of which ever finds its way back to this coun- 
try, except in part, and occasionally at the 
end of a divorce suit: and, even then, this 
country is compelled to pay tribute to the 
“nobility” of Europe in the shape of alimony. 
There is no discrimination, however, either 
by the Continent or U. K. against this class 
of American products, as in the case of our 
other hog products. The number of hogs re- 
ported in the country on the 1st of January, 
1897, by the Government was 40,500,000. 
Otherwise than above noted, transactions in 
spet stuff in the New York market have been 
on a limited scale, as neither home nor export 
buyers have been in that market for any 
amount. Transactions have been as follows: 

On Saturday 150 bbls. pork, a few small lots 
of city meats at last week’s quotations, while 
lard was nominal at 4c. for Western in tes., 
with sales of 2 tanks at $3.75, and small lots 
of city at $3.60 for refining. 

On Monday 300 tes. of Western lard, in 
tanks, sold on the basis of 4.12% in tes. to lo- 
eal refiners, with city bid 3.70, and held at 
$3.75: 200 bbls. of pork sold at better prices, 
500 tes. of refined lard at 4.40 for the Con- 
tinent, 4.75 for South America, and 5.90, in 
kegs, for Brazil, and 100 Western beef hams, 
fresh packed, at $18, cost and freight New 
York. a 

On Tuesday 400 tes. of Western lard, in 
tanks, sold to local refiners on the basis of 
4.10@3.07%, in tes.; 500 tes. of iron-bound 
city for Cuba on p. t., with 3.70 bid and 3.75 
asked for refining ditto; 300 bbls. of pork at 
8.50@8.75 for mess, losing the 25c. advance 
of Monday: $8.50@$10 for clear, $9.50@$10 
for family. Cuba took clear bellies also more 
freely, 125 boxes at 414c., and the local trade 
10,000 Th of 12-TH loose at 414c. The extent of 
the sales made in the West on Monday of lard, 
taken on Saturday’s cable refusals, could not 
be learned, though said to be quite large.

Beef products have been quiet without quot- 
able change or special feature, the usual job- 
bing and export trade in city packed having 
been reported at our quotations, amounting to 
about 300 tes. and 500 bbls., the former of ex- 
tra India mess and the latter of packet and 
family.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW.—A week of almost nominal 
murkets has been experienced in tallow, both 
East and West, much less having been done 
at both points than last week, though prices 
have remained practically unchanged. There 
has been neither pressure to sell nor anxiety 
to buy, while stocks must have accumulated 
somewhat, though they had previously been 
fairly well sold up, so far as any weak lots 
on the market were concerned. Exporters 
have remained perfectly indifferent, the par- 
ity of foreign markets being too much under 
ours to make it worth while bidding, or even 
cabling prices, although it is understood that 
about 3c. for New York city tallow France 
would come in again. But melters have been 
steadier holders at 3%c., while the home trade 
has bid 34%4c. without a transaction to this 
writing reported, except of 150 hhds. of city 
at 3 1-16¢. to cover an old short export con- 
tract, but home trade has taken nothing, ex- 
cept about 50,000 Ib daily of country make at 
siavke., and so-called country edible at 
34,a3%e. for soap and candle making. This 
leaves the balance of 500 hhds. of weekly city 
production, outside of the chief melter, still 
unsold, though 150 to 175 hhds. are due on 
weekly contract, which will probably go in at 
3 5-16c., the last sale, as above. In relation 
to the chief melter and holder in New York, 
it is asserted on good authority that they 
have only disposed of 100 to 150 hhds. re- 
cently at 3%c., and tried to sell more at that 
price, which fact weakened the market last 
week to 314c., on the idea that they would at- 
tempt to force sales. But as they have re- 
fused to sell at less than 3%c., and have with- 
drawn from the market, it has steadied up, as 
noted above. As to Chicago, nothing has been 
reported so far this week, except small local 
sales of city rendered at 3léc., while No. 2 
packers’ has been bid 244c. and 25%c. asked, 
and No. 1 do. le. more, with only a trifling 
business done, so far as reported. The soap 
makers seem +o be out of the market on all 
kinds of stock, of which they had apparently 
previously bought in advance of their require- 
ments, in anticipation of a better spring trade 
than has yet been experienced, it having been 
very disappointing so far, as explained below. 
London sales on Wednesday were 1,000 casks 











out of 2,000 offered, and some early cables re- 
ported that market unchanged to a fraction 
lower, while later ones quoted 3d. off and in 
some cases 6d., but the latter was not fully 
confirmed. It was believed that the order of 
the French Board of Health at Marseilles, 
forbidding the landing of cargoes, including 
ground nuts and seasame seed, from plague 
infected Indian ports, issued last Saturday, 
would create a better demand here for 
soap stocks for that market, but it has 
not yet been experienced in any branch of the 
trade, partly, it is claimed, because of the 
searcity of nearby ocean freights. As to the 
situation of our tallow market and prospec- 
tive demand, the following ‘facts and opinions 
have been obtained from a leading exporter 
in these articles, who says: “The supply of 
manufacturing fats of all kinds is double that 
of a year ago, when lard was lc. per pound 
higher than now, and tallow Ye. At that 
time the higher price of lard enabled the pro- 
duction of oleo stearine and edible tallow to 
be absorbed largely in the production of lard 
in the shape of compound, as substitutes; 
while this year lard itself is taking the place, 
to a material extent, of beef fats in the manu- 
facture of soap, while oleo stearine is going 
chiefly into candles and soap, as well as edible 
tallow. At the same time, the soap trade is 
poor, and collections worse; so that manufac- 
turers are either curtailing production or pil- 
ing up stocks, rather than force trade on 
eredit under such unfavorable conditions. 
Stocks of both tallow and lard are now much 
larger than a year ago, in face of this de- 
creased home consumption; and only an ex- 
port outlet can relieve the market of this sur- 
plus of soap stock. Of this latter,” said he, 
“there is little prospect in the near future at 
over 3c. a ID for tallow, at which France 
came in so freely a year ago, though later in 
the season.” As the transaction of the week 
so far have been confined to the one lot of 
city noted above, made on Wednesday, we do 
not specify the daily sales, which will aggre- 
gate, in country made, at New York, 250,- 
000 Ib since our last report, at 34@3%c. 

On Wednesday Paris was quoted a franc 
lower. European stocks of tallow on Jan. 31 
show an increase for the month of 1,094 tons, 
and a decrease of 251 tons, compared with a 
year ago, with a decrease of Australian and 
New Zealand shipments of 851 tons, and for 
the year of 31,775 tons. 

STEARINES.—There has been scarcely 
enough doing since our last to establish quo- 
tations, either at New York or the West, the 
late activity in both markets having relieved 
the immediate selling pressure, as well as 
supplied present wants; but we learn since 
our last that the export purchases recently in 
New York of oleo stock, reported for France, 
were largely for Trieste, instead. Early in 
the week 4 1-16c. was maintained quite firmly 
in New York, with a sale of 75,000 ID to lo- 
cal refiners at that price (on Monday), since 
when it has been offered at that figure, with 
4c. the best bid, and little wanted at that. In 
Chicago it has been offered at 4c. all the 
week, without reported sales, while 100,000 











ID were sold at Kansas City on Monday at 
3.80. These are absolutely all the purchases 
reported since our last, to this writing, and 
there has been an accumulation of stock at 
all points during the week, as indicated by 
the increasing pressure to sell at old inside 
prices; yet neither the exporters East nor the 
candle makers West have appeared to want 
any more at the prices paid for their last free 
purchases, owing to easier foreign markets. 
In grease stearines no change, no business, 
nor even inquiry, has been reported for ex 
port, nor has anything been reported doing 
at the West. In lard stearine there has been 
a little more inquiry of the New York City 
pressers from the New York lard refiners for 
prompt delivery, at full prices, namely, 43% 
4l4c.; but city pressers are still at work on 
their old contracts to exporters, for forward 
delivery, and were unable to supply the de- 
mand, even at their own prices, and two or 
three carloads of Western are supposed to 
have been taken instead, as the refiners have 
had a better inquiry from the Continent for 
pure lard this week, for prompt shipment. 

OILS have been very quiet this week, so 
far, at rather easier prices, as indicated in 
our last, with sales on Monday in Rotterdam 
reported at 35 florins for Harrison’s and 
United, 34 for Morris’ and Armour's extrs. 
the sales having been made on Saturday and 
Monday to the extent of a few hundred bar- 
rels. Since then, however, nothing has been 
reported, and no change quoted, though a 
steamer was due at that port on Tuesday, 
when additional business was expected. But 
so far as could be learned on Wednesday 
nothing had been done and no change had 
occurred, while it was in doubt whether the 
steamer had arrived or not. Demand there 
appears also to be on the decrease, while pro- 
duction here is supposed to be of about the 
recent volume (though not larger) and ship- 
ments moderate, leaving some accumulations 
both here and on the other side during the 
last few weeks of inactivity. 

GREASES have been more quiet than last 
week, as there has been less export demand 
East and West and no transactions of any 
importance have been reported in either mar- 
ket, while prices are held at about old figures 
on ample stocks and light local demand.

There are still a large number of tanners re- 
fusing to purchase at present writing, but 
there is a certain definite feeling abroad that 
Such tanners are “getting left.” In looking 
the matter square in the face, it would look 
as if the overshadowing of the smaller tan- 
ners was growing on apace. The large ones 
have the call. There ever will be small tan- 
ners who will tan the few local hides of the 
surrounding neighborhood—but even they wili 
grow less. Fashion changes so rapidly now- 
adays, labor-saving devices and new ideas, all 
in favor of the big tanners. And even the 
packers fostering the driving out of the small 
tanners, and this a course of conduct that 
the packer will yet regret. It is only human 
to wish to sell a large quantity, to do a whole- 
sale and not a retail trade—but giving the 
preference to the large buyers, shading the 
and then demanding 4c. more 
a car or two from a smaller tanner may be a 
good policy for the present—but a very ques- 
tionable one when the smaller tanners grow 
smaller every year—and the larger tanners 
in the near future better able to give “a wink 
and a tip’ to each other as at what price 
hides should be purchased—too late then to 
the little fellows sleeping in the valley 
of death. However, we live for the present; 
prices are good—the good times are at hand 
and the tanners purchasing cannot lose much 


money. SUMMARY. 


There is but little to say of the market 
other than that it is very strong on all selec- 
tions of hides, and the packers and dealers 
seem disposed to crowd prices still higher just 
at a time of year when prices naturally go 
downward. What was long ago well under- 
stood by a few has now pretty generally been 
found out by nearly all the tanners, and that 
is, that there is an absolute scarcity of hides, 
not only in this country, but all over the 
world, and this after a long time of inactivity 
by tanners, as it is well known that but few 
tanners have been working anything like full 
capacity for three years past, and yet there 
is no stock of hides anywhere, either in the 
tanneries or held by the packers and dealers. 
The market is peculiar in that we have 
passed through four years of very dull busi- 
ness with only a moderate production of 
leather, and yet the hide market is closer 
cleaned up than for almost any time in the 
history of the trade. One peculiar feature in 
the past week has been that there was a 
of 3.000 light sow hides in Chicago at 
94c., the full price of the best No. 1 native 
a thing that has been a surprise to 
the trade; but at the same time shows the 
difficulty that tanners find in securing certain 
selections of hides at any price. Taken as a 
whole, the market is in a very strong posi 
tion, and so far as can be judged, it is likely 
io remain strong and high for some time to 
come, As has often been stated, cattle are 
not killed for the hides, but the supplies are 
not only increased as the demand for meat 
and the supply of cattle increases, and there 
is not likely to be any natural increase in 
the demand for meat or in the supply of cat- 
tle for some time to come, so that tanners 
cannot expect much relief in the very near 
future so far as cheaper hides go, and must 
look to getting more for leather in order to 
save themselves from loss,

The big cattle year was 1892—we have 


steadily declined since; and let it be observed 
not so much in milch cows, but in other cat- 


tle, or meat cattle—the difference or short- 
age of milch cows between 1892 and 1897 
only 474,351 head, while the decrease in the 


breeding and meat cattle 7,617,590 head—this 
shows a shortage with a vengeance! But glance 
at the sheep industry—in 1884 we produced 
our highest production, 50,626,623; in 1897 a 
shortage of 13,807,626 head! These are flar- 
ing facts, and we know well Brother Mc- 
Kinley is doing some very hard thinking over 
the loss. Since 1893 the shortage the tidy 
amount of 10,454,553 head—nearly one-fourth 
of the industry swept from these United 
States! And that when our increase of mut- 
ton eating in four years shows a gain of over 
4,000,000 head. 

The Government report just published of 
the farm animals in the United States on 
Jan. 1, 1897, gives the number of hogs at 
40,600,000, the report of 1896 gave the num- 
ber at 42,845,000, the report of 1892 gave 
the number at 52,389,000, and the 1897 re- 
port the smallest number since 1881, which 
gave 36,227,000. With an increasing popula- 
tion there is room for reflection. It is also 
very noticeable the Westward drifting of the 
hog population in these latter days. Take 
four States West and four States East—* 
though these are all classed as Western 
States: Total hogs in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and Kentucky, 6,589,189; total hogs in Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri, 9,067,635. 
But for the short crop of corn in Texas the 
increase of hogs would have been very notice- 
able there, and notwithstanding the fact that 
during the early winter they were shipped 
out of the State in a wholesale manner to 
the Kansas corn cribs, yet the increase over 
1896 still over 300,000. Oklahoma, a new hog 
raising ground, shows a rapid increase—even 
the benighted land of Arkansas puts Ohio to 
the blush with 154,000 more hogs; however, 
Ohio is going out of hog raising and into that 
better industry of raising Presidents. 

Another straw to show the development of 
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the West: In 1888 the number of hogs in the 
entire country, 44,347,000; the number 
ceived in the four leading markets, Chicago,

There 
was thought to be a prospect ‘of better in- 
quiry from the French markets, due to the 
exclusion of all vessels from infected East 
Indian ports from Marseilles, where they 
were forbidden late last week by the health 
authorities to discharge their cargoes. As 
ground nuts and sesame seed comes from 
those markets, it was expected to create a 
decreased supply there and better demand 
here for soap stocks, but it has utterly failed 
so far to materialize, even for March ship- 
ment, when freights are more plentiful, al- 
though oil is held for that delivery ‘4c. high- 
er than on the spot, or at 24c¢., against 23'¢c. 
for spot refined yellow. In crude oil nothing 
whatever has been done in barrels, to this 
writing, and very little, if any, in tanks since 
the close of last week after our last report 
was made, when the West took a small 
amount in bulk at Atlantic coast mills at 
15\4c., amounting to five tanks, in addition 
to the ten reported in our last, of which six 
were to one New York refiner, and all at 
1514e., excepting one tank. But since Satur- 
day a week there has been neither demand 
nor sales reported for Eastern or Western ac- 
count, as buyers seem to have been out of 
the market, although holders have been very 
firm, with little offered under 16c. at Atlantic 
ports, and not very much at any price, owing 
to reduced production, although at 15%4c. they 
would probably have bought fairly. In butter 
and white oil nothing but a small jobbing 
trade has been reported for the week at prac- 
tically unchanged quotations, while the total 
sales of refined yellow in New York so far 
have not exceeded, if equalled, 1,000 bbls. for 
prompt shipment, at 2344c., and 500 for April 
at 24¢., with March held at 24@23'4c..- bid. 
At the South the only sales reported have 
been 500 bbls. off grade yellow for March 
shipment at 22%4c. from New Orleans. There 
is no feature in the market and no change in 
the situation from what has been previously 
described in these articles. Holders, how- 
ever, are very firm, believing in an improved 
demand later on and in full or better prices, 
in which they have been encouraged by a 
slight advance in lard, based upon the Gov- 
ernment report of shortage in the hog crop 
of 5 per cent. compared with a year ago, and 
the shortest crop in eleven years. This is the 
only really new feature affecting this mar- 
ket for the week, though it has been some- 
what offset by the better movement of hogs 
at the West, owing to better weather and 
roads and the coming forward of delayed ar- 
rivals of last week. As there has been no 
change in prices so far this week, the sales 
above given are in aggregate and not specified 
on the days they were made. An item of in- 
terest to the trade was the sailing of Mr. Os- 
car Flash, the popular Produce Exchange 
representative of the American Cotton Oil 
Company, in company with Mr. Carl Dreier, 
of the Wilcox Refining Company, on Wednes- 
day, in the Majestic, for a three months’ 
business trip in connection with their com- 
panies through the English and Continental 
markets.

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CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 


The market for the past week has ruled 
very active, strong and weak in turn, but on 
the whole a much firmer undertone and more 
confidence that the low prices made last 
week of $7.50 for May pork, $3.75 for May 
lard and $3.824%) for May ribs would prove 
the low point for some time to come. The 
Gevernment report on hogs was the first gun 
tired that started the trade and the European 
war troubles the second. The Government 
report issued on Friday proved to be more 
bullish than expected. It gives the stock of 
hogs at 40,600,000, about 5 per cent. less than 
au year ago, and the smallest in sixteen years; 
over 2,000,000 less than a year ago, and 11,- 
000,000 less than January, 1892. Saturday 
morning the market for May pork opened at 
$7.75, advanced under good buying to $7.87, 
20c. a barrel over the close on Thursday, the 
last trading day. But above $7.80 there ap- 
peared to be plenty for sale, and it weakened 
and closed at $7.80. Monday the trade was 
treated to an old-fashioned war seare, and 
as a foreign war would undoubtedly affect 
the provision market as much as any other, 
the trading was very active, and the shorts 
had a lively shaking up. Pork ovened at 
$7.00, sold up to $8.17% and closed at $8.05. 
Lard sold up to $4 and ribs $4.15. The ineci- 
dent of the day was the buying of a line of 
25,000 bbls. May pork by Baldwin, Farnum 
& Co. It was probably for New York parties, 
although there were some in the pit who 
thought the line was for Armour & Co. The 
Cudahys were said to be large buyers of ribs, 
and the Chicago Packing Co. did consider- 
able buying. Viles & Robbins, Swift and the 
English houses were large sellers. Hog re- 
ceipts were light at 33,000, being 5,000 under 
the estimates, and that helped the bullish feel- 
ing. Tuesday the war scare was over, amd 
the receipts of hogs 8,000 over the estimate 
ut 33,000, had a very depressing effect on the 
market. Buyers on Monday were anxious 
sellers to-day. The opening on May pork was 
ut $7.92, 124%c. under the close Monday; 


the price slowly declined to S7.87%, amd 


closed there. The fact that the war- scare was 
for the present at least out of the way was a 
bearish consideration, and so also were the 
large hog receipts. The seven Western points 
received a total of 70,000, against 55,000 a 
year ago. Hog receipts on Tuesday larger 
than Monday is rather puzzling. and would 
seem to indicate that the advance of 10@15e. 
in the price was satisfactory to the farmers, 
and they were willing to let them go. 
Wednesday's receipts were 10,000 over the 
estimates, at 50,000, and prices 10c¢. lower; 
the estimates for Thursday are liberal at 
46,000. This was the cause of a very sick 
market on the start. May pork opened at 
$7.75, sold down to $7.65, then on liberal buy- 
ing by shorts advanced to $7.85, and closed 
$7.82%. The early break to $7.65 was largely 
caused by the throwing over of the line of 
25,000 bbls. bought on Monday by Baldwin.

PROPER VENTILATION IN PACKING 


HOUSES. 
No, 2, 
SOME PRINCIPLES UNDERLYING THE OPERATION OF 
DRYING. 

The operation of drying consists in the re- 
moval of extraneous or excessive moisture. 
The air is the medium through which this is 
effected, and in its action may be compared 
to that of a sponge. It has an absorptive ca- 
pacity for moisture, and the less moisture it 
contains the greater the amount it is capable 
of absorbing. At different degrees of tem- 
perature the air has different powers of ab- 
sorption, and the higher the temperature the 
greater the absorptive power. The point at 
which air is saturated with moisture at any 
temperature is called its dew point, and any 
decrease in temperature will cause a precipi- 
tation of moisture equal to the excess of mois- 
ture the air is capable of absorbing at the 
higher temperature above what. it is capable 
of absorbing at the lower temperature. The 
natural phenomena of rain, snow, dew and 
frost is dependent upon this fact. The c¢a- 
pacity to absorb moisture as the temperature 
increases is not in a direct ratio to the in- 
crease of temperature, but increases greatly 
as the temperature increases; this explains 
why drying is so much more effective at high 
temperatures than at low temperatures. 

When a given volume of air at a certain 
temperature becomes saturated with mois- 
ture it is incapacitated for further use as a 
drying medium, and it must either have its 
temperature raised to be of further service, 
or be removed to make way for fresh air 
which does not contain its full quota of 
moisture. When air once becomes saturated 
with moisture it is useless for further drying, 
and acts as a preventive, and should for any 
reason the temperature be decreased, part 
of the moisture which has been absorbed 
from the material to be dried will again be 
precipitated as “steam” or drops of water. 
This explains why beyond a certain point wet 
material cannot be dried in a closed room. It 
also explains why material hung out of doors 
will dry faster on a windy day than on a 
calm one. 

The further air is removed from its dew 
point, or, in other words, the dryer it is or 
the less moisture it contains, the greater is 
its power of absorption from material with 
which it comes in contact, and this explains 
why blown currents of air are the most ef- 
fective in drying. For air containing absorbed 
moisture is constantly being removed to make 
way for air containing none. 

Theoretically, then, we should say that the 
best drying system is one where the air used 
in drying can be removed as rapidly as pos- 
sible to make way for fresh, dry air heated 
to a temperature consistent with the work to 
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be accomplished. This, however, is not the 
most economical, for it costs money in coal 
to heat the air, and as long as the air is not 
saturated, or is below its dew point, it is still 
capable of absorbing moisture and doing 
work. Hence the most economical method is 
to maintain the air in contact with the ma- 
terial until it is saturated with moisture when 
it should be immediately replaced with fresh 
air. 

In the modern methods of drying the cur- 
rent of air can be so regulated that the es- 
eaping air is as near the dew point as is 
practical for good work. This is determined 
by means of an instrument called the hygrom- 
eter, which shows the moisture content of 
the air for its temperature. Every drying 
room should be provided with such an instru- 
ment and the current of air so regulated ac- 
cording to its indications that every cubic 
foot of air is made to do all the work it is 
eapable of performing. By this means the 
greatest economy is effected and full value 
returned for every pound of coal burned to 
produce steam used in the drying operation. 


SAUSAGE DEPARTMENT. 
STUFFED PARISIAN HOG’S HEAD. 

Select a well shaped head, cut off about 3 
to 4 ID behind the ears; now remove the 
bones, care to be taken especially above the 
eyes, where the skin is thinnest and lies right 
on the bone; do not remove the snout bones, 
only saw off the hindmost jawbone right be- 
hind the mouth. Remove the cheek meat on 
either side, until with the skin it shows about 
walnut thickness, or about half an inch thick. 
Cut off about three inches square from lower 
cheek at the back to make the head more 
shapely. 

Now sew up from the snout up to the back 
opening where the head is to be filled, cut 
around over from the skin to fit the back 
opening. Now prepare the stuffing as follows: 

Good, firm young pork moderately fat is 
coarsely chopped with the required quantity 
of salt and allowed to stand 24 hours; use, 
say, about 10 Ib; chop fine, add four shalots, 
roasted in butter, rubbed up with a pinch of 
salt. Spice with 5% oz. salt (already used in 
chopping); add now % oz. finely ground white 
pepper, 77 grains finely ground mace, nice 
green peeled pistaches, two handfuls; 1 to 
1% oz. nice white Perigord truffles, cut into 
dice. 

Also mix red salted, boiled tongues, cut 
into dice of half-walnut size; mix all well and 
fill head with it. Sew the cover on, smoke 
for two hours, until yellow brown; tie up 
tightly into a napkin; tie a string around it 
very evenly from front to rear. Now cook in 
boiling water 3 to 3% hours, then allow to 
cool. Dip the ears in hot water; put a few 
sticks in front of them to keep them upright 
in cooling. The head must be of a chestnut 
brown. Cut out the eyes, fill them with lard 
and put in a juniper berry to mark the pupil. 
Put a lemon and some green bay leaves into 
the snout and make a nice trimming with red 
and white jelly and lard. 


WAS NOT THE GENUINE ARTICLE. 


Mr. Legi Rossé, provision dealer at 32 and 
34 Warner street, Clerkenwell, London, was 
recently summoned to court for selling a 
quantity of lard that was not of the nature, 
substance and quality demanded. A contro- 
versy ensued between plaintiff’s and defend- 
ant’s counsel as to what was lard. The testi- 
fying analyst said that the “lard” William 
Green, the plaintiff, had purchased, was adul- 
terated with 15 per cent. of cottonseed oil, 
therefore, not a sample of genuine lard. The 
court held that a person who went to a shop 
and asked for lard should either be supplied 
with it or be told at the time of purchase 
what it was he was given. The defendant 
was ordered to pay the costs, 12s, 6d, 

















THE MANUFACTURE OF STEARINE. 


Of late years considerable development has 
taken place; this is due to two causes—first, 
the extended use of stearine in the manufac- 
ture of candles, and, secondly, to the great 
increase in the demand for glycerine, which 
is a by-product of the stearine manufacture. 
It maybe advisable first to say a few words 
as to the chemistry of the subject. Fats, 
such as tallow, palm oil, cocoanut oil, etc., 
are compounds of glycerine, or, rather, the 
basie radicle of glycerine, with two or more 
acids, the so-called fatty acids. The most im- 
portant of these are stearic acid, the charac- 
teristic acid of tallow; palmitic acid, the char- 
acteristic acid of palm oil; both these acids 
are solid. Another acid is oleic acid, which is 
a liquid acid, present in almost all oils and 
fats, particularly in the liquid oils, such as 
olive oil, cotton oil, ete. The combination of 
stearic acid and glycerine is known as stear- 
ine; that of palmitic acid and glycerine as 
palmitin; that of oleic acid and glycerine as 
olein. Besides these three acids other fat 
acids are known to be present in particular 
oils and fats, as, for instance, linolic acid in 
linseed oil and ricinoleic acid in castor oil; 
with these, however, we have no concern at 
the present moment. When any of the fats 
named are boiled with a solution of caustic 
soda, they undergo the operation known 
saponification, which is that the fat is de- 
composed, glycerine is set free, while the 
fatty acid combines with the alkali to form 
soap. If now the soap be treated with sul- 
phuric acid it is in turn decomposed, and the 
fatty acid is liberated in the free condition. 
When tallow or palm oil are thus treated, 
there is obtained a mixture of stearic cr 
palmitic acid, with oleic acid, according to 
the fat used. By maintaining the mixture of 
fat acids at a moderate heat, just below the 
melting point of stearic or palmitic acid, 
these solid acids tend to crystallize out, and 
then by placing the mass in cloths and sub- 
jecting them to pressure, the oleic acid flows 
out, leaving the solid stearic or palmitic acid 
behind; this article forms the stearine of com- 
merce. The method of preparing the fatty 
acid above indicated is at once expensive and 
roundabout, and in practice other and more 
economical plans are employed. In the manu- 
facturing processes in use to-day one of the 
principles employed is the one first described 
by Chevreul, that when fats are heated un- 
der pressure with a comparatively small 
quantity of lime they are completely decom- 
posed into a mixture of lime soap, free fatty 
acid and glycerine, and by subsequent treat- 
ment with a little sulphuric acid all the 
acid is obtained in the free condition. 

Stearine manufactured by the lime process 
is usually known commercially as “saponified 
stearine,” while that produced by the dis- 
tillation process is known as “distilled stear- 
ine;” but from a practical point of view there 
is no difference between them, both may be 
used indiscriminately for the same purposes. 

The apparatus required for carrying out 
the “distillation” process, as constructed by 
a well known firm of London engineers, coun- 
sists essentially of two portions, a still and 
acidifying vessel, with several adjuncts. The 
acidifying vessel is made of copper, about 7 
feet in diameter by 8 feet high, and weighs 
39 ewt. he fat is treated in this with from 
3 to 6 per cent. of sulphuric acid, the strength 
of the acid being 1.82 to 1.84 sp. gr. Gener- 
ally the mixture of fat and acid is heated by 
a current of superheated steam sent through 
it. After standing the mass is blown over 
into a charge tank placed about the still. The 
still is made of copper, 7 feet 6 inches in 
diameter and 8 feet deep. It is heated by « 
furnace, and is in connection with a super- 
heater. Prior to running into the still the 
mass is boiled with water in the charge tank. 
This cleanses the fat from all excess of acid

and makes it ready for the still. The fat in 
the still is subjected to the joint action of di- 
rect heat and of superheated steam, it is de- 
composed, the products passing over into an 
upright tubular condenser, where they are 
condensed and fall into a box there 
separating into two layers, the upper one of 
fatty acids” the lower one of water contain- 
ing the glycerine. The fatty acids are then 
subjected to hydraulic pressure to separate 
the solid stearine from the liquid oleic acid. 

The “saponification” process is carried on 
in an autoclave under pressure. The fat is 
first melted, then mixed in a mixing tank 
with revolving stirrers, with from 3 to 6 per 
cent. of its weight of lime previously made 
into a milk with water and sieved from any 
particles of grit. 

The autoclave boiler-shaped vessel 
made of copper, of from three-fourths of an 
inch to an inch in thickness, sometimes fitted 
with an agitator, and made large enough to 
hold three tons of fat. It is supported on one 
end in a brick-work chamber. When all the 
fat and lime has been run in, high pressure 
steam is sent into the autoclave until the 
pressure reaches about eight atmospheres, 
the length of time ranging from four to eight 
hours. Then the passage of the steam is 
stopped and the contents allowed to rest, 
when they separate into two layers, the lower 
one — the “sweet water’ — containing the 
glycerine, the upper being a mixture of fatty 
acids and lime soap. Both are run out into 
separate tanks, the sweet water to be treated 
for glycerine, the fatty acids, etc., into a lead- 
lined tank. Here it is treated with hot dilute 
sulphuric acid, which decomposes the lime 
soap and liberates the fatty acids. These are 
collected and subjected to hydraulic pressure, 
as is the case with the distillation process. 
Also the fatty acids may be further purified 
by distillation, if necessary.—Chemical Jour- 
nal, 
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INSPECTION OF VESSELS AND EX- 
PORT ANIMALS. 





(From Report of Department of Agriculture for 
Year Ending June 30, 1896,) 





During the year the number of Canadian 
cattle exported from American ports was 
1,482 number of Canadian sheep 10,512. Last 
year there were 1,834 cattle and 38,873 sheep 
from Canada. 

The percentage of loss in the shipments of 
cattle and sheep to London, Liverpool and 
Glasgow, where inspectors of this Department 
are stationed, is about half that of last year. 
The number of cattle inspected after land- 
ing was 348,833; the number lost in transit 
was 1,107, or’0.32 per cent., against 0.62 per 
eent. last year, and 0.37 per cent. in 
1894. The number of sheep _ inspected 
was 389,534, and 4,587 were lost on the voy- 
age, a percentage of 1.16, compared to 2.7 in 
1895 and 1.29 in 1894. 

The cost of the export inspection and the 
Texas fever work, which includes the inspec- 
tion of live stock imported from Mexico, was 
$107,273.07. Taking half this sum as the 
amount chargeable against inspection of ani- 
mals for export, the cost of inspecting the 
787.948 cattle and sheep exported would be 
$53,636.54, or 6.8 cents per head. Last year 
the average was 7.74 cents, and in 1894 it 
was 10.75 cents per head. The number of in- 
spections made on these animals was 1,549,- 
539 in this country and 738,367 in Great Brit- 
ain, a total of 2,287,906. This gives an aver- 
age cost of 2.34 cents for each inspection, 
against 2.66 last year. 





SOUTHERN CATTLE INSPECTION. 


During the quarantine season, from Feb. 
15 to Dee. 1, 1895, 47,082 cars, containing 
1,224,715 cattle, from the infected district 
were received and inspected at the quarantine 
pens in the various stock yards, and 45,390 
ears were cleaned and disinfected under su- 
pervision of the inspectors. 

Orders issued by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture modifying the regulations governing the 
import&tion of live stock admitted cattle from 
Mexico, after inspection, for immediate 
slaughter or for grazing below the quarantine 
line, subject to the regulations applying to 
the native cattle of the infected district. Un- 
der these orders there were 219,814 Mexican 
eattle imported and inspected during the year. 


PRODUCER SHOULD PAY COST OF IN- 
SPECTION. 

In the interests of public health there 
should be government inspection of all ani- 
mals intended for human food and of all 
meat products prepared for consumption in 
the United States and abroad. The protec- 
tion of the health of its citizens is an unques- 
tioned function of government. But when the 
assurance of such protection is given by a 
government certificate, to be placed upon the 
product of any slaughter house or butchering 
establishment, it enhances the value of that 
product by creating a demand for it which 
uninspected meat does not enjoy. Therefore 
the government certificate of inspection de- 
claring any meat or other food wholesome 
and edible enhances its value over that which 
is not certificated. For this enhancement, 
which the producer charges up to the con- 
sumer, the producer ought to pay. 

It is not the duty of the government to 
maintain the Bureau of Animal Industry at 
great expense to all the people in a manner 
to give direct pecuniary benefits to only the 
few who produce and prepare meats for mar- 
ket. For this reason it is urged that the law 
relative to meat inspection should be so 
amended as to have the work carried on care- 
fully and efficiently by the agents of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, and the cost of in- 
spection assessed against all those whose 
meats and other animal products are in- 
spected and stamped as wholesome. It is 
generally admitted that the market price of 
inspected meats runs from one-eighth of u 
cent to 1 cent per pound higher than that of 
meat of apparently the same quality which 
has not been inspected and certificated. This 
proves the value in public estimation of gov- 
ernmental supervision and inspection, and as 
the consumer gladly pays the enhanced price 
it is only fair that the producer should pay 
for the work which caused that price. The 
moment the government demands pay for its 
services from those to whom they are ren- 
dered, meat inspection will become universal 
at the great slaughtering centers of the 
United States. 

Many of the larger proprietors and packers 
have signified their willingness to have their 
animals, meats and meat products rigidly in- 
spected and passed upon by government 
agents at their own expense. They wisely 
say: “The consumer will pay for it at last.” 

I’rom the foregoing it is reasonable to con- 
clude that a properly drafted statute might 
make the Bureau of Animal Industry not 
only self-sustaining, but also a legitimate 
source of internal revenue, without doing in- 
justice to either producers or consumers, and 
without putting any appreciable burden upon 
either.

SOAP MAKING. 
No. 31. 
SOFT SOAP.—(Continued.) 

In making soft soap only about one-half of 
the full charge of oil is run into the pan. By 
means of the closed steam coil or fire it is 
heated up; then a quantity of lye at 14° Tw., 
equal in volume to the oil, is run in, and open 
steam sent in. Run the lye in slowly, while 
the mixing of the lye and oil is carefully 
watched. Presently the oil will begin io aa- 
ponify, then it must be kept well stirred, for 
it will begin to swell and rise in the pan. As 
soon as this is seen, more lye, equal to the 
first quantity in volume, may be run in and 
the boiling continued. Two things may take 
place in the early stage of soft soap making 
—the oil and lye may boil over—or it may set 
into a stiff pasty mass. In either case trouble 
may be looked for. The remedy in the first 
case is to turn off steam and beat down the 
bubbling soap with a paddle; that in the sec- 
ond case consists in adding more lye and boil- 
ing up, stirring well and breaking up the mass 
as much as possible; but the process becomes 
very tedious, because it is difficult to break up 
the masses of soap, and they are not easily 
dissolved in the boiling soap in which they 
float. These troubles will be avoided if a 
quantity of finished soap be left in the pan 
from a preceding operation. 

When the oil and lye have amalgamated, 
then the rest of the charge of oil may be run 
in and the further quantity of alkali at 32° 
Tw. may be added. It may be mentioned 
here that, as a rule, 100 Ib of oil require 200 
tb of caustic potash lye, at 32° Tw., to sa- 
ponify, so that the soap maker may base his 
calculations as to the quantity of alkali re- 
quired on these data. 

The soap is now boiled, either by fire heat 
or the closed steam coil. Generally it is not 
needful to stir it; the boiling keeps it in con- 
tinuel agitation. It is a good plan now and 
again to send a sharp current of open steam 
through it, or to stir it with an iron paddle, 
taking special note of any hard lumps of soap 
that may settle down on the bottom of the 
pan. 

After a time the saponification of the vil 
will be complete and the soap formed. To as- 
certain this, take out a sample of the soap 
with a spatula, and place it on a piece of 
glass and allow it to cool, when one of three 
things will be observed: 

1. The soap may be clear and translucent; 
this indicates that the soap is properly 
formed and only needs boiling down to the 
proper strength. 

2. The spot of cold soap has a fatty bor- 
der. In this.case more lye is required, and 
the soap boiler should add some of either

23°, or even as strong as 38° Tw., and boil 
up a little longer, when another sample may 
be drawn to see how the soap is progressing. 

3. The spot of soap is of a gray color, lus- 
terless and somewhat granular in appearance. 
In this case too much lye has been added, 
and to remedy this a quantity of oil which 
has been mixed with a little weak lye should 
be added, and the soap boiled up further. The 
experienced soap maker can tell by the man- 
ner of the soap boiling how it is progressing 
and whether it wants more lye or oil. The 
boiling goes on quietly, free from any jump- 
ing or bumping. The boiling down is carried 
on until a sample taken out and cooled on a 
glass plate shows the proper consistency and 
brightness of appearance. 

Some makers add a little carbonate of 
potash, which promotes the production of the 
brightness, but too much must not be added, 
or the soap will become thin, and a whiteness 
will form on.the soap. Too much lye induces 
the same defect. A little experience, coupled 
with the habit of careful observation, will 
soon enable the soap maker to tell when he 
has got his boiling of soft soap quite right. 

When finished, the soft is run into the fir- 
kins or other packages to cool, when it is 
ready for sale. 

Linseed oil yields a soap of a dark amber 
color, with a pleasant odor. 

Whale oil yields a dark reddish soap, vary- 
ing somewhat in color, according to the qual- 
ity of the oil used, but always having a fishy 
smell. Other fish oils may be used with a 
similar result. 

Cottonseed oil yields a soap varying from a 
golden to an amber color, according to the 
degree of refinement of the oil. Freshly 
made cotton oil soap is fairly free from odor, 
but on being kept is rather apt to become ran- 
cid and develop an odor. 

Olive oil yields a fine soap, varying from 
amber to greenish in hue. 

Hempseed oil gives a green-colored soap. 

Cocoanut oil gives a fine white soap. 

Tallow gives a stiff soap, apt to fig some- 
what.

B. A. N., CLEVELAND.—Fuller’s earth is 
used for bleaching greases and oils, 4 per 
cent being about the regular quantity used, 
put in grease stock at about 150° F., and 
higher in oils. Stock agitated in any man- 
ner, blower or agitator for about thirty min- 
utes, and then pumped through filter press, 
after which air is forced through to drive out 
all possible of the stock lodging in the clay 
and cloths, then subjected to steam pressure 
which forces the dregs, as it were, from the 
earth and cloths, after which processes the 
earth will contain from 10 to nearly 7 per 
cent. of grease or oil, which it is impossible 
to eradicate. Time was when such earths 
were passed to fertilizer department, but the 
strict analysis made of this product now com- 
pletely bars any such manipulation. The 


earth is considered worthless when once used. 
Our columns contain the advertisements of 
the most prominent dealers in fuller’s earth.

COTTONSEED, LONDON. — Cottonseed 
meal is used by the Southern fertilizer manu- 
facturers and contains about 8 per cent. of 
ammonia. The manufacture of fertilizers has 
reached a point where the most thorough 
chemists are called into requisition; in fact. 
one of the most scientific departments in the 
packing industry, the manufacture of lard, 
perhaps, excepted. 

INQUIRER.—Fair hogs ought to average 
at least 80 per cent. of bung guts.

A leading dealer speaks thus of the tallow 
situation: “The supply of manufacturing fats 
in this country is double that of a year ago, 
when lard was lc. per pound higher than now 
and tallow 25 to 30 per cent. Otherwise tal- 
low is in about the same position as then, ex- 
cept that lard is now too low to use meat 
fats in refining of lards, and compound lard 
too dull to absorb the production of oleo 
stearine; and, therefore, lard now takes the 
place of edible oleo stearine and oils, with 
edible tallow, must now go largely to candle 
or soap makers; while the trade of the latter 
is bad, and collections worse, so that they 








are either curtailing productions or piling up 


stock, rather than force trade under such con- 
ditions. Stocks of both tallow and lard are 
now much larger than a year ago, in face of 
this decreased home consumption of soap 
stocks, and only an export demand can re- 
lieve the market of this surplus of soap 
stocks, of which there is little prospect at or 
about 3c. for tallow, at which France came 
in so freely last year, though later in the sea- 
son.” 

The official returns of the exports of cotton- 
seed oil, in gallons, during the month of De- 
cember, as furnished by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Washington, show the following results: 
1896, 2,110,860 gallons; 1895, 1,594,800 
gallons. 

The real estate of the Rice-Robinson soap 
works, in Titusville, Pa., was sold at sheriff's 
sale, the plaintiff being the Second National 
Bank of Titusville, which purchased the prop- 
erty at $3,000, subject to a $7,500 mortgage. 

Mr. W. McCausland, of Lakeland, La., will 
build a 20-ton cotton oil mill, instead of a 
6-ton mill, as was reported. 

Burglars last week entered the factory of 
the Western Soap Works in Omaha, Neb., 
and succeeded in making the enormous haul 
of $10 in merchandise. 

The Navarro County Farmers’ Alliance met 
recently in Corsicana, Tex., and in executive 
session passed a resolution which favored the 
erection of a co-operative cottonseed oil mill 
in this city at a cost of $30,000 to the alliance 
organization. Some of the stock has been 
taken up, and before the next season the pro- 
moters of the mill hope to have it in opera- 
tion.

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THAT PROPOSED STOCK YARDS 
LEGISLATION. 


If the bill now pending before the lower 
House of the Legislature, under the title of 
“an act to protect shippers of live stock and 
to regulate stock yards,” becomes a law it 
will drive the Union Stock Yards Company of 
Kansas City, the largest concern of the kind 
in Missouri, out of business, said General 
Manager Don M. Palmer, of that corporation. 
Mr. Palmer told a reporter that it would be 
impossible for the company to operate under 
such a law, and that the mammoth plant 
would have to close. 

The provisions of the bill in question, which 
has already been mentioned in these columns, 
are as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any persons, com- 
pany or corporation owning or operating a 
stock yard or stock yards in this State where 
stock is bought and sold, unloaded or reload- 
ed, to charge or collect a greater rate or 
yardage than 20 cents per head for cattle, 
horses and mules; 10 cents per head for any 
such stock under 1 year of age, 5 cents per 
head for hogs and sheep, nor more than 50 
per cent. addition to the current market whole- 
sale price of corn, hay, straw or other material 
supplied by them for feeding or bedding 
such animals; such sales to be by actual 
standard weight and of good merchantable 
quality.” 

The bill further provides that stock yards 
companies shall not make any charge what- 
ever for watering stock delivered to them, or 
for counting such stock into or out of any 
; yard, pen, box car or stable, or to make any 
; shift or device by which any additional cost 
or charges may be made for the keeping, care, 
custody or control of stock or make any 
charge for yarding when stock is unloaded or 


reloaded without being sold.

General Manager Palmer, in speaking of 
the bill, said among other things: 

“The Union Stock Yards Company has 282 
men on its pay rolls, and indirectly is the 
means of giving employment to in the neigh 
borhood of 500 men. Its pay rolls amount to 
over $13,000 a month, and, including feed and 
other expenses, it distributes fully $20,000 a 
month among the business men of this city. 
It is strictly a St. Louis concern, all of the 
stockholders being residents of this city and 
interested in the city’s welfare. 

“This bill, or a bill almost exactly similar 
to it, has been before the Legislature at every

session for the past eight years. I have com- 
pared it with the bills introduced in 1893 and 
1895, and find practically no difference be- 
tween them. In endeavoring to reach con- 
cerns operating outside of the State, the Leg- 
islature is in danger of killing the only com- 
petitor those companies have.” 

It is also proposed to have the States of 
Missouri and Illinois co-operate with Kansas, 
and a dispatch says that never before has 
the Kansas City Stock Yards Company been 
forced to repel so well organized an attack 
as is now under way. 


THE BACON TRADE DISPUTE. 


An Edenderry (Kings County) correspond- 
ent mentions that a new arrangement for 
buying pigs has been made by one of the 
largest of the curing firms concerned in the 
existing dispute with the buyers. This cor- 
respondent mentions that “the plan, if found 
workable, will be extended over the entire 
pig breeding area, from which the principal 
southern curers have hitherto derived their 
supplies, and from present appearances it 
seems possible that two eventualities may oc- 
cur as the outcome of the scheme. One would 
be to obviate or reduce to a minimum the em- 
ployment of buyers, the other the diversion 
from the local fairs of the pigs bred in the 
neighborhood direct to the cellars of the mer- 
chants. The new arrangement practically 
converts railway stations into depots outside 
or at which a merchant’s man will wait on 
fixed days and receive all pigs, which will be 
bought and paid for on the live weight prin- 
ciple only, and according to a fixed scale, 
regulated first of all by the “‘top price,” which 
the curers themselves arrange according to 
the state of the market. This top price per ewt. 
will be paid for Berwicks and pigs under 13 
stone; 26s. per ewt. for all over that and un- 
der 14 stone; 4s. per ditto for 15 stone and 
under, and 10s. per ewt. for anything over 
that and under 2 ewt., with special terms for 
unfinished animals. 

The bacon trade dispute continues in 
buyers and merchants having 
failed to agree to the Limerick terms. A large 
force of extra police remain in the city to 
preserve the peace. Buyers have the sympa-

The fresh meat cham- 
ber in the cooler is 12 feet long, 6 feet 8 
inches deep and 7 feet high, with an ice erib 
| overhead and an ice capacity of about eight 
tons. The cooler is equipped with Wolf, Sayer 
& Heller's patented cooling pans, through the 
medium of which the consumption of ice and 
the temperature of the cooler at all times is 
under complete control. 





This arrangement is 


said to effect a saving in ice of fully 25 per 
eent.

NOTES ON THE AUSTRALIAN AND 
NEW ZEALAND MEAT EX- 
PORT TRADE. 

By JAMES TROWBRIDGE CRITCHELL. 
(Continued.) 

The great development of the trade in the 
future will proceed from Australia, in which 
country the necessity of regarding sheep from 
a carcass point of view, will have to be con- 
sidered with wool values tending downwards. 
New Zealand has most of her suitable sheep 
feeding country taken up, and her export of 
mutton can only expand on a steady ratio, 
but the exports of frozen sheep from Aus- 
tralia will only be limited by the market 
prices in Great Britain and elsewhere. New 
works are being put up in New South Wales, 
Victoria and Queensland, and with good sea- 
sons, and a bare profit, the future exports 
from the continent of- Australia of frozen 
mutton may be a surprise to Englishmen, ac- 
customed as they are to see their colonial cou- 
sins compete for their favors. 

Frozen beef has been exceptionally de- 
pressed during this year, and it is plain that 
a considerable volume of the business must 
have been done at a loss; to make a decent 
living out of the export the Queensland 
grazier must have a net penny per pound in 
his pocket, meaning some £3 to £4 per head, 
and this he has not had of late. Prices have 
been so poor and the general state of the 
trade so stagnant, that it has not paid to, 
carry forward on a commercial scale the “de-

prior to shipment the formation of mold on 
the surface of beef has been prevented. The 
| one thing that kills the trade in frozen beef is 
| the American chilled beef; in 1893, owing io 
| drought and bad maize harvest in the States, 
| the exports of cattle and dead meat fell off 
remarkably. Smithfield salesmen, who prac- 
tically depend upon American beef for the 
great West End trade, were alarmed, and, 
thinking that perhaps the States export of 
beef was going to decrease, they looked round 
to see whence regular supolies in the future 
might be drawn. The colonial beef trade, 
though small and not well organized then, 
was encouraged by London dealers. Steady 
demand set in and the trade looked promising; 
but short supplies from America only lasted 
for a season, and both live cattle and chilled 
beef for the first nine months of 1896 shew a 
large increase, compared with the same pe- 


riod in 1895. Appearance is everything, al- 
most, to the butcher, and the refrigerated 
beef from the States looks better than the 


hard frozen article, and can be more easily 
sold as “prime Scotch;” therefore it is in high 
favor, and as long as American. beef is plentij 
ful and cheap it will exercise a crushing jn 
fluence upon the Australian frozen beef trade,
